DEATH LIST OF 
STORM GROWS; 
RELIEF RUSHED

CLEVELAND, June 30.—The 
list of known dead in Northern 
Ohio's tornado Saturday had 
reached ninety-eight early tonight 
with indications that this number 
probably will be increased, accord- 
ing to compilations made by the 
Associated Press. At Lorain, where 
the storm hit the hardest. the 
death ‘list stood at seventy-two, 
thirteen additional bodies having 
been recovered during the day.

'COOLIDGE TELLS 


TAX SLASH PLAN 


000 for 1922. $310,000,000 for 
1923 and $498.000,000 for 1924. 

“The amounts which I have 
stated as being the expenditures, 
receipts and surplus for the fiscal 
year 1924. which ends today are 
only approximate. We will not have 
the actual figures until the books 
are finally balanced. The surplus 
accumulated at the end of each 
of the last three fiscal years has 
been applied to the reduction of 
public debt in addition to the re- 
ductions required by law under 
the sinking fund and other acts. 
Without the aid of this recurring 
surplus the public debt would be 
$1,100,000,000 more than it now 
stands, and the interest charges 
would be some $45,000,000 greater 
next year than we shall now have 
to pay. 

PTBLIC DEBT CUT 

“Along with this expenditure 
has gone a p ive reduction 
of the public debt with its attend- 
ant relief from the burden of in- 
terest. On June 30, 1091, the 
public debt was $23,976,000,000. In 
1922 it had deen reduced more 
than $1,000,000,000 to 122.964. 
000,000. In 1923 it had been re- 
duced more than $600,000,000 to 
$22.349,000,000. In 1924 it thas 
been reduced again by more than 
$1,000,000,000, and stands at an 
estimated mount of 921,254,000, 
000, which is a reduction in three 
years of $2,722,000,000, and means 
a saving of interest of more than 
$120,000,000 each year. 

“This shows that the intensive 
campaign which was commenced 
three years ago has been waged 
unrelentingly. in this campaign 
we have had the active co-opera- 
tion and support of the Congress. 
The three budgets presented by the 
Chief Executive to the Congress 
have carried drastic progressive re- 
ductions in their estimates for 
funds. Congress has adhered to 
budget procedure in passing upon 
these estimates. The appropria- 
tions granted have been in har- 
mony with the financial program 
of the Chief Executive. 

President announced that 
he will submit estimates of not 
more than $3.000.000,000 for ex- 
penditures in the fiscal year begin- 
ning. July 1, 1925. He fixed that 
figure as the maximum, and in- 
structed the officers under him to 
find a way to cut $83,000,000 from 
their present estimates, which are 
of a preliminary character and 
call for appropriations of 93.088. 
000,000. 


FAITH IN CHIEFS 


“Tf this cut ie made.“ Mr. Cool- 
idge said “the surplus for the year 
covered by those estimates would 
approximate 1108.90.00.“ He 
added that he has ftith in the 
ability of the administrative heads 
to accomplish the purpose. 

“We are setting the example for 
reduction in the cost of govern- 
ment and for a return to ordinary 
peacetime conditions,” he contin- 
ued, with emphasis. There can be 
no faltering. Our duty is plain. 
As we have progressed in the last 
three years, so we must continue.” 

“When we met six months ago,” 
Mr. Coolidge said, I stated to you 
that this fight for economy had 
but one purpose—that the benefits 
would accrue to the whole people 
through reduction in taxes. Taxes 
have now deen reduced. While 
our immediate need is for tax re- 
form as distinguished from tax re- 
duction, we must continue this 
campaign for economy so as to 
make possible further tax reduc- 
tions. 

“We owe this to the people of 
our nation, to the people who must 
pay with their toil The relief 
which hae recently been afforded 
must be only the beginning. So in 
all your efforts, in all your sacri- 
fices, you must bear in mind that 
you are making them for the peo- 
ple of our country. There could 


higher patriotiem. 
always that we are here as the 
servants of the people. and that 
only as we serve well and faith- 
fully shall we succeed. 


EFFICIENCY NEEDED “ 
“This insistent demand for econ- 
omy and reduction in expenditures 


necessarily requires incieasing 
efficiency of administration. If these 
is any question as to the authority 
of heads of departments or estab- 
‘lishments to discontinue or reduce 
any phase of existing work it is 
my desire that they report the 
matter to me. The duty and the 
opportunity of today of the gov- 
ernment's administrators is not to 
enter upon new fields of entrprize. 
On the other hand, it is their duty 
and opportunity to carry on ap- 
proved and necessary activities 
with the smallest possible expend- 
iture. 

“We, the administrators of the 
government's great business inter- 
ests, should have at this time only 
one thought and policy-——to per- 
form efficiently the functions de- 
volving upon us under the law. 
And we should accomplish this 
with the smallest possible demand 
upon the treasury. We have made 
real progress in/this direction. Our 
responsibility to the taxpayers de- 
mands further progress. 

“Tomorrow we commence a fis- 
cal yeal. We will have a smaller 
revenue by reason of the lessen- 
ing of the burden on the taxpay- 
ers under the new tax law. On 
the other hand, we will have an 
increase in our fixed charges The 
World War adjusted Compensation 
Act alone adds approximately 
$132,000,000 to our fixed charges 
for 1925. A real battle faces us, 
but we are organized for the fight. 
The best estimate today indicates 
a surplus of approximately 25. 
000,000 for the next fiscal year. 


TO REDUCE COST 


“You are now preparing your 
preliminary estimates for the fis- 
cal year 1926. For that fiscal year 
it will he my purpose to transmit 
to Congress estimates of appropri- 
ations, which. excluding the inter 
est on and reduction in the public 
debt and the postal service. wil! 
not exceed a total of $1,.800.000,000. 
This tentative limitation is in 
furtherance of my program for 
a progressive reduction in the cost 
of government. 

“Let me say here that under 
the budget and account the only 
lawful estimates are those which 
the Chief Executive transmits to 
the Congress. it is these esti- 
mates that call for your loyal sup- 
port. Unless such support be giv- 
en, your are not fulfilling your ob- 
ligations to your office. I trust 
that neither the Chief Executive 
nor the Appropriations Committees 
of Congress again will have oc- 
casion to call your attention to 
provisions of the Budget and Ac- 
counting Act. 

“This law must be observed not 
only in ite letter, but in ite spirit 
I herewith serve notice again as 
Chief Executive, that I propose to 
| protect the integrity of my budget. 

“We must have no carlesswers in 
our dealings with public propert 
or the expenditure of public 
money. Such a condition is char- 
lacteristic either of an undeveloped 
people or of decadent civilization.

DAILY TRADE TALK 


Business 8 in California as the Bankers See 
Them; Owl Drug Position; Buying; Bonds 


A banker’s view of business con- 
ditions in California was made 
available at the C. B. A. conven- 
tion held recently in the Yosemite, 
and while the banker and the mer- 
chant and the manufacturer and 
the wholesaler do not always see 
through tne same lens the man be- 


hind the finances usually has a 
very good idea of what it is all 
about, and why. The information 
given to the convention by the va- 
rious groups representing differ- 
ent sections of the State with par- 
tienlar reférence to the agricul- 
tural counties has been summar- 
ized as follows: 

Group No. 1, including twenty- 

one counties in Northern Califor- 
nia: The outlook gives no cause 
for pessimism. Plantings were not 
as large this year as last but the 
areas planted promise to yield good 
role and at good prices. In some 
localities the shortage of water pre- 
vented a grain harvest but in most 
such cases the grain could be cut 
for hay at as good or -better a 
yield per acre t the grain it- 
self would have brought. The fruit 
crop is estimated to be from 50 
per cent to 60 per cent of nor- 
mal, though the freeze made deep- 
er inroads into some of the coun- 
tles. Lumbering is slow and feed 
and livestock conditions are poor. 
Farmers are paying less for labor 
than last year and are getting bet- 
ter results. Practically all of the 
counties except Plumas report a 
shortage of water with its attend- 
ant losses — of hay, grain,
